ano ther 
bro ther, and said during the 10 
weeks since then he had been 
advised by many to retire fro m 
p ublic life, “ fo r safety's sake.” 


“ But there is no safety in hid­ 
ing.” he said. “ No t fo r me. no r 
fo r any o f us here to day; and 
no t fo r o ur children who will in­ 
herit the wo rld we make fo r 
them. 
“ So to day I resum e my p ublic 
resp o nsibilities to the p eo p le o f 
M assachusetts.
